I am consulting with colleagues here and outside on the question of 
whether a private and non-political group like the Endowment can make any 
useful contribution at this juncture, when the political heat la on. The con¬ 
sensus thuft far is that there isn't much we can add right now. However, l 
would be more than grateful for your own views. I suppose one must also 
consider the current preoccupation® of the donate Finance Committee (it 
was after their hearings on foundations that 1 dropped in at your office last 
week; sorry to miss you).
